GENERAL. 

The sun is fairly quiet. The 28-day solar rotation hit bottom a few 
days ago (Nov 13th) with a solar flux of 144. It is now starting back 
up, with 163 today, and hopefully will reach or exceed 200 around next 
weekend. Our geomagnetic field is also quiet. Combined, this means 
the bands will be in fairly good shape this weekend, and fairly normal 
noise levels on 40M and 80M at night. 10M and 15M will not be the 

best due to the lower solar flux, however. It should be a good weekend 
for 30M DX. 


PHONE SS. 

For those planning on participating in the Phone Sweepstakes this 
weekend, conditions will not be as great as the CW portion two weeks 
ago. Then, we were running around a solar flux of 200, which is why 
10M was so fruitful. With solar flux in the 160's this weekend, 10M 
will be a bit mushy, and 15M will not remain open as long after dark 
as it did two weeks ago. But 15M will be a good daytime band. 20M 
will remain fruitful well after dark. 40M will be a nice evening 
band with fairly quiet geomagnetic conditions. 


There is a coronal hole moving into position, such that sunday we may 
see some increased activity, but it is not expected to produce storm 
conditions. 


All the enhanced proton events earlier this week are over, so 
conditions in the higher latitudes are very favorable as well. The 
effects of the coronal hole will be slightly worse in the higher 
latitudes, however, but nothing that will keep you off the air! 


Have a good weekend, and enjoy the SS contest if you're participating.

Not to beat a dead horse, but something I used 

in my OHR-500 was coax-seal. Ya know, that sticky 
stuff you wrap around your exterior connectors. 

I sliced off a tiny amount of it with an X-acto 
knife, then rolled that out like a thread (much 
like the rubber band approach mentioned in earlier 
posts), and wrapped it around the threads before 
inserting the core in the sleeve. Then I capped 
the coil with more of the stuff after alignment. 
It's better than rubber ‘cuz it won't dry out 

and crack as quickly, and isn't as prone to 
thermal extreme changes as is any form of wax. 
Just thought I'd put in my 2 cents. It holds 

the form solid enough for me to use the rig 
mobile, except for the most sever bumps, at which 
point, something is warbling, but I doubt if it 

is this core.

Bob, WA2HOQrp <TM>, in the Joke/QRP-L Manager thread asked: 
"What about more info on building VERY narrow CW filters?" 
I don't know what bandwidth you mean by very narrow. 

Also, I don't know if you mean IF filters or audio filters. 
My comments. 


Bandwidth: CW occupies a bandwidth which varies with keying speed and rise 
time. The Handbook recommends a bandwidth of 150 Hz for CW. In my experience 
this is a bit high, at least for the CW speeds I use, and I have copied CW 
fine with 80 to 100 Hz filters. 


Filter response characteristics become very important with narrow filters. 
Filters that have well damped step response are more pleasant to listen to 
than those with some ringing. Filters that have well damped step response 
include linear Phase, Bessel, and Gaussian. These show little ringing and 
filters with these responses are more pleasant to listen to than those whose 
response have more ringing, such as Elliptic and Butterworth. 


The price one pays for these narrow filters is that the skirts are usually 
not very steep, so in order to get the same selectivity you must use a 
filter with more poles, that is one that is more complicated. 


With narrow filters, the components must be matched more closely than with 
wider bandwidth filters. Use the most precise resistors and capacitors you 
can find. One percent resistors are easily available, with some work 2% 
capacitors can be located. 


If you want to make very narrow crystal filters for IFs, I suggest that you 
get a copy of "QRP Power" which has several good articles on Crystal Filter 
Design. Also Bill Carver, K60LG, has a good article, "High Performance 
Crystal Filter Design", in the Winter 1993 COmmunications Quarterly. This 
last article includes the parameters necessary to make filters with Gaussian 
and Linear Phase response. 


Measuring the individual crystal parameters are a must. The "QRP Power" 
articles show how. 


Audio filters can be easily constructed with op amps precision resistors and 
capacitors. Thomas Kuehl's description of these in the Handbook is good as 
is Horowitz and HI11's in The Art of Electronics". There are also switched 
capacitor ICs available to use as audio filtering which have acceptable 
signal to noise performance when used in the high level signal portion in 
the receiver. 


In practice I find that a filter width of 500 Hz is good for normal CW work. 
Below 300 Hz CW loses its on the air quality and it begins to sound like you 
are listening to a code practice oscillator. This effect is exaggerated with 
DSP filters. I narrow down the bandwidth when the QRM gets low or noise is a 
problem. Narrow filters have their place, particularly if ringing is 
controlled. I have seen a signal go from barely audible to Q5 when going 
from a 500 Hz bandwidth to 100 Hz bandwidth. 


I hope that this helps. No Joke. I know that the list can manage it. - Dr.

Well gang, we have liftoff. I did the following: 


Melted the wax in a cleaned out bottle cap. To do 

this I placed my cigarette lighter down low inside 

the bench vise, just enough to the outside that I could 
flip the wheel. The narrow opening at the top of the 
vise allowed support for the bottle cap with some 
shaved candle wax (I know, bee's wax is preferred, 

but I couldn't find my stash!!!) 


I rolled the slug into the melted wax (flame out first),. 

and inserted the slug tuning tool into the hexagon hole 

to keep it from getting gummed up. Quickly, with wax 

still soft, I inserted the slug into the coil to the expected 
location and let it set up. Afterwards, the slug was tunable 
and yet stable. The rig microphonics are markedly reduced! 

I can easily tell now that the signals I hear do not warble. 


I repeated the above with the 80 meter band tuning slug which 
was a bit loose and it too is now solid. 


OH, on a side note, after re-sweeping the TX filters of the 
Argonaut front end, I now get 6 WATTS out of the 

ol' 509 on 40 meters. And that's with the 3rd harmonic 
down over 50 dB. Looking good for an old dinosaur rig.

As a CW operator I have for 50 years wished for a narrow filter. 
The audio filters just don't work well. This is because they are outside 
of the AGC loop and strong signals will drop the gain of the IF. The 
filter needs to be before the AGC loop. 


But a special filter is needed if you do it right and it needs to 
be installed and the radio tuned up again for the new filter. I have the 
Kenwood 500 cycle filter in my TS-50. It's before the AGC loop and is 
simply neet. Using the slick spectrum analyser "Gram", written by a QRP 
Ham, I looked at both filters on the TS-50 and they look real GOOD! 


My Ten Tek Argonaut has only one filter which I added 15 years ago 
that is 1.9 KHz. It's a 9 MHz filter and since I don't want the Argo to 
work phone any more, I want to get a good CW filter. But it's expensive. 
What I want is over $100.00 and I just put off buying it in favor of 
digital cameras and new a truck. 


So I will keep bringing in the TS-50 when I want to do weak signal 
Fox hunting.

karl - Yes, I agree with you that the filter is best in the AGC loop. This 
is because it will reduce the effects of strong adjacent signals 
desensitizing the receiver through the AGC. 


And if you don't have a good narrow IF filter (or 2), that is a better 
investment than an active filter. But audio filters have their place. 


Although I am not intimately familar with the Argonaut, I believe that they 
have an audio CW filter, or provision to add one. This filter is within the 
AGC loop since Ten Tec uses audio derived AGC. You might try tapping into 
that provision with a good homebrew audio filter. Even if it does not have 
the provision, you might be able to find a place to tap into the audio to 
insert an audio filter in the AGC loop. Just a thought. 


However, the external audio filters can still be useful in weak signal 
applications in the absence of strong signals. I have about 7 or 8 of them 
and they all have their advantages and disadvantages. Neat things to play 
with, and I find them very useful. As most modern rigs have extensive audio 
filtering built in, usually DSP, used audio active filters can be had at 
most hamfests real cheap.

Joe - The 1.5 Amp supply should be OK for the NC-20. It should draw a little 
over an amp in transmit. 


There is some danger in going too big with a power supply. With a supply 
that has a capacity only slightly greater than the requirement of the device 
being powered failures, such as a short circuit, are handled more or less 


gracefully as the current furnished by the supply is limited. 


With a bigger supply much more current can be supplied than the rig is 
designed for and there can be catastrophic results. A short circuit can 
quickly turn a high capacity power supply into a spot welder. Damage may be 
more than if the lower capacity supply is used. 


Of course all rigs should be fused, a value of 50% over nominal maximum draw 
is a general rule of thumb. It takes time for the fuse to blow. During this 
time the damage from too big a supply can be greater than the damage from 
one that is just adequate. Radio Shack has inline fuse holder.

This 
is because it will reduce the effects of strong adjacent signals 
desensitizing the receiver through the AGC.

However, putting a narrow audio filter "inside the AGC loop" can have 
an undesired side effect. This is an annoying "popping' sound. 


This is because audio filters introduce a time (propagation) delay. 
This delay can be significant, especially with switched capacitor 
filters, but even a single section analog filter will have a 
noticable delay. Because of this delay, there are several 
milliseconds of full strength signal "buffered" in the filter before 
the AGC can respond. This results in the "popping" sound. Worse 
still, the delay can cause the AGC to overshot and reduce the signal 
to short chirps or even missing code elements. 


Therefore, it's best to have the audio filter after the AGC detector 
and simply live with the occasional AGC pumping of strong adjacent 
signals. Ideally, one should have a reasonably narrow filter at the 
IF and rely on audio filtering only when you need a little extra 
selectivity.

My earlier post generated a considerable amount of interest. I would 


like to address a few questions that came up. 


1. No, I'm sorry to say it will not do GMT. It is designed to be used 
from within the four main time zones in the continental United States 
ONLY. It has a switch on the back to set it for PST, MST, CST and EST 
only. 


2. The clock updates its time display everyday at 00:55 (12:55 am) 
Eastern Standard Time. According to the instruction sheet, if the 
automatic time update fails, the clock will repeat the update every 
three hours until it is successful. 


3. It does have a provision to disable Daylight Savings Time for those 
who live in Arizona and Indiana. 


4. Calendar range is from January 1, 1998 to December 31, 2097. 


5. Temperature display range 32 degrees F to 122 degrees F. There is 
no Celsius option. 


6. Power required is two AA alkaline batteries (not included). 
Advertised battery life if approximately 1 year. 


7. There is no Costco warehouse number printed on the box but the bar 
coded model number is 87300. The clock is made in China (I almost 
didn't buy it for that reason) but it still seems to work okay. 


8. I am sorry to say that I am not in a position to do a group buy for 
those who may not have a nearby Costco. 


I am guessing that this is a special "holiday" promotional item and will 
probably not be a Costco mainstay.
